X>KAR lioacBKHY—The foots

practical knowledge bearing upon the state 
and condition of our national stud convince 
mo that in 1873 there is a greater number of 
horses of every description in KutflaiKl.th 
over was known, and that in tlii'UTespeoti 
eliiason uud vocations they are aupejior to 
thoir predeeeasora. A atrange aoueaaioa of 
natioaai weidth him increased the <l«>in»iHl 
for superior artielea, eapeeially for huntots, 
high-stopping carnage horses and clorcr 
hacks; consequently the extvn demand ex- 
coeds the normal supply. 


Alt the luxuries and domestic stock have 


risen in value, owhig to a higher r«mun*m- 
tion for labor, and it stands to reason that 
with the present price ol beef and mutton, 
no farmer occupying gross hinds can spec- 
ulate with advantage in rearing horaon, 
when he can get focty-flvc sliilliugs ior his 
lambs. 


There aro only two classes profitable to 


breed—Suffolk 
cart horses, because the 


mares only lose two months' work during 
the year, ur.il their foals have increased in 
vnluo JOO per cent; secondly, thoroughbred 
• tock, the produce of celebrated marcs by 
tirst-cla-is utaUious. 
Uufortuiiately many 
farmers prefer breeding by inferior horses 
at a Huiiill fee, rnthor tbnu paying .£4 for u 
clover wii'e; and 1 iu»,y hero remark that a 
stallion serving gratis, instead ot conferring 
a public benefit, i.s productive of injury by 
enticing owners ot worn-out marcs to take 
the chance of producing a marketable foal. 
A speculator in half-bred stock cannot .rear 
and break m u serviceable four-year colt 
under £00; thut will not pay—hence the 
diminution ot tho class of hacks. Wo must 
look to North Germany, Denmark and Nor- 
way for inferior stouk. 


Although every species of domestic ani- 
mals has improved in statnro, weight and 
;ood qualities during tho lust fifty years, 
from liorne-t, short horns and sbeop, to 
duoks and ibuht, tlio luco borne,-* wo are no 
?roud of will eventually be beaten by 
'ranee. 
Frenchmen have bought tho cream of the 
cream of our blood—Tigress, Lottery, Gladi- 
ator, West Austrulinu and many other illus- 
trious inaros and horses, rejecting roarers 
xnd uiHrm logs. As they have sown so they 
iavo reaped. Considering ttie number ot 
blood mnie.j they have beaten us with re- 
spect to K renter powers of endurance, and 
they have larger boue uudor the knee. The 
i'tench government encourago thobroed by 
"iving valuable prizes, and tho French 


ockoy Chib derive a boutfitfroni tho racing 


stnuda, which is applied to racing interests, 
but confined to nutne horses. 


Our stock haa .siiilbiod owing to tho 


uuiiieious puldio brooding estublishuionts. 
To lurroit'to tbo dividends they rear forty 
ton!-, on tainted gioiuid which ought not to 
carry more than twenty. Then a uecessity 
irises for keeping tlio yearlings R»paruto iu 
small patldoi'ks mid they aro shut up for 
oiglftcen or twenty lioxirs out of tho twenty- 
ourin close hovels, overfed and fattened up 
o conceal liny nntuinl defects. 
They are 


>rought to tho hammer tit to eat, not *to go 
n to work. Sore shins and peet'ant humors 
u-e tho natural results. Nino years in ten 
he best horaes nro ip.irod in a privateestab 
ishment. 


It is act so iu France. They arc clever 


enough 
to estimate 
tho value of a 
great range, fifty-aero puddocks, fresh air 
and open sheds day and night. With re- 
spect to Count Delagrnngc,8 establishment, 
,he yearlings are tried eaily. They retain 
,beir speed uud soundness, and outlast our 
worses in training. Iu England there are 
only two race-courses where tho receipts are 
devoted to public prizes, Ascot aud New- 
market. At Epsoui and Don caster uuic- 
tenth.-i of the revenue is devoted to private 
pockets and town rates. Our prizes aro 
open to all the world; even tho paltry 
national donation of royal plates voted each 
session by the IIpuso of Commons to im- 
»rove tho breed of horses on British terri- 
tory is partially lost to us by iier Majesty's 
blasters of tho Horse allowing 
foreign 


aorses to compete. Thov have been liberal 
with trust money which they were bound 
t>y duty to «ee properly appropriated. It is 
the old British reciprocity system, to give 
away everything and receive nothing. 


Oiu government becomes more hostile, 
every year t0 tho turf. Not satisfied with 
iu iniquitous tax on race horses the inland 
revenue has commenced a new dodge to 1111- 
jrovo tbo breed. Tbor. have intimated to 
ihe owner of Knight ot tho Garter to pay a 
jerceutago on his serviee«, Ilo is nbout the 
lucst horse iu tho world. 


Tho greatest absurditv i.s tho argument in 
nowspupers that Knglish race horses have 
degenerated owing to the system of short 
races—as if running lour miles to ploase tho 
butohois would improve their stamina. The 
strongest and most powerful horses and 
uiaros are tho most celebrated for speed; but 
we anxiously send our brood mures, even at 
the expense of £100, to tho stoutest mnnorn. 
Do tlio simpletons imagine that strong 
medicine, long sweats tiud a thorough prepa- 
ration to carry heavy weights four iuiles,udd 
to tho vigor uud procreation of tho animal, 
and that by a brutal treatment bo will bo 
more capable of getting bettor stock ? There 
are 1,000 horses carrying heavy weights and 
running long flteeplu-chasea and hurdle 
•aces. Does that improve the breed1? 
With respect to race-horses, greyhounds 
and men, about two in 1,000 can run four 
miles in a superior iorui, A man five feet 
two inches will beat a man six feet three 
inches for two miles; but it both are equally 
well made, put ono hundredweight on their 
backs and tho big onu will win. Such, I 
conceive, illustrates the difference between 
tho racehorses of the last century and of tho 
present era; they have more used from thir- 
teen hands three inched to fifteen and H 
[>nlf hands two and a half inches in '170 
years. 
Tho practical cause of a scarcity of horses 


is a redundancy of wealth. 
The pincticul remedy—put tho aunie tax 


on rueeborses as ou othtr horses of luxury, 
uud then pray leave us alone. I am, my

men aud the pitiful cripples to be seen at 
every corner during tbo day, at night ftft- 
sumo their rightiul tunas. of young ami able- 
bodied men, and mingle, in tba wildest 
scenes ot dissipation and- o»rousttl> Few 
realize the miserable truth of their utter 
destitution, nor ctra imagination paint the 
truthful picture ot tlie.ii- wretched. humoS. 
Iu that part of the city east Of the Bower 
and between Canal and Houston street 
known as the Eleventh Ward, there, are 
scenes of misery litlitoi dreaniftd Q£ hy-tho. 
wore foi'tuuutu resident* of the, oity, Suu- 
di-eiU of people are living there, uuocquaint- 
eij with any better resting place than the 
corner of 1*01110 damp and noisome cellar. 
Into these quarters it wan tho task of a 
bittte reporter to go recently,

Houston street, through a door 
largo enough to admit his entrance, the re- 
porter found a small oloae room, 8 Mi by 11 Ml 
foet in size, and containing only two chairs 
uud a broken down bed. on which was ly- 
ing n woman, sick auu evidently i« great 
PIUH.

liea, inohiiflJng thirty children, In one cellar 
were dltc'o-veTed^enttle children who had

tion. A »IOTO in the cellar waa almost red 
with heat. Tho entire population of " rag- 
piokers-row" are in the rag-picking busi- 
iie*», and long strings of difiercnt colored 
rag* itretohea from window to window give 
to the place a peculiar appearance, and n. 
still more peculiar odor. 


The reporter entered several houses in tho 
row and found that theiiiKule.s corresponded 
with tho o_xterioc8. In one iuBtiaieo u fam- 
ily were discovered at dinner, thoir only ta- 
ble being the uuswept floor, and their only 
diet moldy bread crusts, with a little, dried 
beef. Upon leaving "rag-picker's-row" tho 
residence of an old blind German, nt No.

At tho building, 
No. 157 Attorney street, seven beds wero 
crowded into u collur, and twenty -two lo«!g- 
gers were crowded into the boils.

and destitution aro manifest, and tho Moult Ii 
Department !H now making an investiga- 
tion.
